December 1, 1887. 

Conference met at 9 o’clock a. m., Bishop W. W. Duncan 
in the chair. Religious exercises were conducted by Rev. 
G. VV\ Briggs. 

Minutes of preceding session were read and adopted. 

On motion, the calling of the roll was dispensed with. 

On motion, Rev. A. Hinkle was added to the Committee on 
Memoirs. 

Rev. Jas. A. Duncan was appointed on the Committee of 
Examination of the class of the third year, to fill the vacancy 
caused by the transfer of T. F. Dimmitt. 

Rev. D. F. C. Timmons was added to the Board of Mis- 
sions, to fill the vacancy caused by the transfer of Rev. T. F.

The committee of investigation in the case of C. C. Arm- 
strong reported as follows:

Armstrong’s admissions and con- 
fessions we deem him to have indulged improper tempers 
and words, we do not consider his offense sufficiently grave

Rev. John W. Heidt, regent of the S. W. University, was 
introduced to the Conference and made statements concern- 
ing that institution, and presented the reports of the Board 
of Trustees and Curators of the Southwestern University, 
which was referred without reading to the Board of Education. 

Rev. Mr. Byers, of the Presbyterian Church, was intro- 
duced to the Conference. 

Question 10. — What local preachers are elected deacons? 
The name of Lewis P. Miller was called, and it appearing 
that he had been duly recommended by the quarterly confe- 
rence of Manchaca circuit, Austin district, he was elected to 
deacon’s orders. 

The name of D. J. McDonald was called, and it appearing 
that he had been duly recommended by the quarterly con- 
ference of lola circuit, Huntsville district, he was elected to 
deacon’s orders. 

The name of Dallas W. Perkins was called, and it appear- 
ing that he had been duly recommended by the quarterly 
conference of lola circuit, Huntsville district, he was elected 
to deacon’s orders.

A communication from E. M. Heroy, General Secretary of 
the Young Men’s Christian Association, cordially inviting 
the members of the Conference to visit the rooms of the as- 
sociation and to attend the Young Men’s Song Service at 4 
o’clock to-morrow, was courteously received and the Confer- 
ence Secretary instructed to inform the association of the ac- 
tion of the Conference. 

Report No. 1 of the Joint Board of Finance was read as 
follows and funds distributed according to the requirements 
of the report : 

We, the Joint Board of Finance, beg leave to make our re- 
port as follows : 

We have received from preachers $2392.95 ; from the 
preachers and board, $220. 20j total, $2613.15. The assess- 
ment was 8 per cent on the amount of salary received by the 
preachers. We propose to disburse the amount received as 
per annexed report (list not published). 

We have received from the Calvin Fund $1650, which we 
propose to disburse as per list. 

We have collected for the Bishop $324.25 ; paid to Bishop 
W. W. Duncan $324.25. 

The Conference Claimant Fund disbursed, including the 
Calvin Fund, $2629.65. 

Question 20 resumed. 

The names of G. R. Bryce, M. S. Hotchkiss, O. T. Hotch- 
kiss, J. R. Morris, H. M. Sears were called and their char- 
acter was^passed. 

Question 34. — Where shall the next session of the Confer- 
ence be held : 

Flatonia and Huntsville were put in nomination and Hunts- 
ville was selected, and on motion the election was made una- 
nimous. 
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The Committee on District Conference Eecords made their 
report as follows, which was adopted : 

To the Bishop and. Members of the Texas Annual Conference of 

M. E. Church South. 

Your Committee on District Conference Records, beg leave 
to make the following report : 

Calveston District, neatly and correctly kept and a credit 
to the Secretary. 

Austin District, hand writing and spelling good, punctuation 
fair, with marginal references in nice order, but quite deffect- 
ive in the omission of the Secretary's and Presiding Elder’s 
names at the close of miinutes. 

Huntsville District, very well kept, neat and seems to be 
correct, with the exception that there is no committee ap. 
pointed by the Presiding Elder on Church Extension, and 
minutes not signed by Secretary. 

Calvert District, deficient in the enrollment of the names 
of members, only the number is given who answered to roll 
call. Quite a number of errors in spelling. One error in 
composition “which” for “whom.” One sentence reads— 
“ by suggestion motion”— neither of the words erased. No 
report from Committee on District Conference Record. With 
these exceptions the record is fair. 

Chappell Hill District. The record of this District is subject 
to but few criticisms; it shows care and neatness on the 
part of the Secretary. A few errors are noticed in ortho- 
graphy, punctuation and the use of capital letters, other- 
wise it is creditable.

R. Dunn, were called and their characters were passed. 

The Committee on Sunday Schools made their report, which 
was adopted. [See Appendix.] 

Question 20 resumed. The name of Gideon Powledge was 
called and his character passed. 

The name of C. H. Buchanan was called, his character 
passed, and he was advanced to the class of the fourth year. 

The names of F. O. Faver, J. L. Lemons, Geo. H. Phair^ 

D. F. C. Timmons, J. W. Kelley, S. C. Littlepage, were called 
and their characters passed. 

The Bishop introduced Dr. A. B. Winfield, editor of the 
Arkansas Methodist; Dr. Reid, of New York, coresponding 
secretary of the Missionery Society of the M. E. Church; and 
Dr. Juhlin, Presiding Elder of the Swedish work in Texas, 
under the auspices of the M. E. Church. 
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The Committee on (A)lportapc raised at the last session of 
the Conference made their report, which, on motion, was 
adopted, (oee supplement report.) 

The joint Board of Finance made their report No. 2, 
which was amended and adopted. 

Resolved^ That the assessment for conference claimants be 
an amount equal to 8 per cent, of ihe assessments for pastors’ 
support, and that the pastors be held responsible for an 
amount equal to 8 per cent, of their receipts. 

The aggregate paid salaries of the preachers is $31,282.50 ; 
8 per cent, of this amount is $2502.40. This board has re- 
ceived from the preachers the aggregate amount of $2376.45, 
which shows a deficit that should have been paid to the board 
on the basis of 8 per cent, on the amount paid to preachers, 
of $125.95. 

An application for assistance came up to this board from 
Mrs. Jacob Carl, the merits of which were duly considered. 
So far as we could learn she is both worthy and needy, but 
is a claimant upon the West Texas and not the Texas Con- 
ference, belonging properly to their territory according to an 
Episcopal decision upon similar cases. The difficulties in 
this and other cases have led the board to present the follow- 
ing preamble and resolution : 

Whereas, The joint board of the Texas Conference find it 
difficult to obtain the necessary information to an intelligent 
distribution of the Conference fund, as well as to know w’ho 
are the legal claimants in this fund ; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the joint board be, and is hereby authorized, 
to prepare a suitable form of questions to be answered, and 
such blanks to be filled by the applicants as shall bring out 
the needed information. The preacher in charge of the work 
within the bounds of which the claimant lives shall be fur- 
nished with the blanks, and shall see that they are properly 
filed and placed in the hands of the board before or during 
the session of our Conference.

The Conference niet according to adjournment at 2.30 p. 
m., Bishop Duncan in the chair. 

Religious services conducted by Rev. J. B. Sears. 

Question 20. — Are all the preachers'blameless in their life 
und oflBcial administration ? 

Bishop Duncan announced the name of P. P. Norwood, and 
asked the secretary whether there was a report of the action 
of the Trial Committee of East Texas Conference, to which 
the case of P. P. Norwood was referred by Bishop J. S. Key 
at the last session of this Conference upon the expressed de- 
sire of the appellant to be tried before the next session of 
the General Conference. The Secretary answered that such 
matter was in his hands; and at the suggestion of the chair 
he read the proceedings of the Committee of Appeal re- 
manding the case back to the Texas Conference for another 
trial. Whereupon there was a motion to depose P. P. Nor- 
wood irom the ministry, followed by a substitute asking his 
location. The Bishop did not entertain either of these, but 
announced that the case came before the Conference just as 
though no action had ever been taken in it, and asked “ Is 
there anything against P. P. Norwood There was an affirm- 
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ative response, followed by the statement that he had failed 
to attend the work assigned him in 1886 . 

In the absence of the accused the Secretary, by order of 
the Bishop, read his reasons and excuses for failing to at- 
tend. the work assigned him^ as these were set forth by 
him in his defense when arranged by the P. E. of the dis- 
trict in which his assigned charge lay. 

C. C. Armstrong moved that P. P. Norwood’s character do 
not pass, which motion was carried. 

The same brother then moved that he be deposed from the 
ministry of the Methodist Episcopal Church South, and the 
vote of the Conference sustained the motion. 

The Missionary Board then* made a report, pending the 
consideration of which Rev. Dr. Ried, Missionary Secretary 
of the M. E. Church, addressed the Conference, and the re- 
port was adopted. 

The Statistical Secretary read his statistics by aggregates. 

The Conference Board of Church Extension made its re- 
port, which was read and adopted. 

Committee on Temperance made their report which 
was adopted. [See appendix.] 

The Committee raised on Episcopal Residence in Texas 
made their report, which was adopted. [See appendix.] 

The Committee on Bible Cause made their report, which 
was adopted. [See appendix.] 

Resolutions courteous concerning the administration of 
Dr. J. D. Barbee, book agent, were adopted. 

The Conference passed resolutions thanking the Houston 
Post and Galveston News for their full and faithful reports^ 
of the proceedings of this session of the Conference. 

Resolutions courteous were adopted thanking the good citi- 
zens for their hospitable entertainment of the Conference 
and its visitors. 

Rev. O, T. Hotchkiss came upon the platform, and speak- 
ing for himself and those concerned with him, made refer- 
ence to the faithful services of their Secretary, Rev. H. V. 
Philpott, now, and for many years, Secretary of the Confer- 
ence; at the end of his brief address he stepped forward and 
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presented the Secretary with a handsome new pocket-book 
with something in it. The Secretary, surprised and some- 
what embarrassed by this token of appreciation, coming so 
unlooked for from his brethren, made rather a poor speech in 
reply. [But pledges himself to do better next time.] 

Bishop Duncan came forward, and after a few brief words 
presented Rev. C. C. Armstrong, P. E. of Austin district, with 
a handsome walking cane, gold-headed and fine, given 
to him by the preachers in his district. The Bishop said it 
would enable him to sustain his dignity, and them to suitably 
express their regards.

REPORT OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Texas Annual Conference : 

Dear Brethren — Your Board to whom is committed the 
important trust of gathering and formulating the facts of our 
Sunday School work, beg leave to make the following report: 

In order to stimulate and push forward this vital interest 
of church work, we desire, by every proper emphasis which 
we can give, to enlist the hearty cooperation of every pastor 
in the Texas Conference in this hopeful and growing field of 
labor. Indeed, we deem it so important as to call forth the 
seatiment, that no pastor can neglect it and be a faithful 
shepherd of the flock. 

In our review of this work for the past year we are pro- 
foundly impressed in the presence of two facts, to-wit : 1. The 
great opening for the most fruitful returns to all workers in 
behalf of the children ; and 2. The painfully apparent lack 
of those who seemed to be called to work in this field. We 
cannot enlarge these thoughts. 

We are glad to record it as our conviction that there has 
been, in some places, both among our pastors and people, am 
enlarged view of the importance of Sunday School work. 
There has been in consequence growth and enlargement of 
plans and operations, and fuller and more satisfactory re- 
sults. 

We have an excellent Sunday School literature, which is 
used in almost all our schools. Dr. Barbee gives us the 
wholesome and satisfactory bit of information that the Sun- 
day School Department has paid more money into the Pub- 
lishing House than any department in it. And we note with 
satisfaction the new display title put at the head of the Sun« 
day School Visitor ; whereupon your Board would modestly 
suggest such a tempering of some of its matter as more fully

to adapt it to the average child, it appearing upon examin 
ation to be too erudite for that purpose. 

We have Methodist Schools in nearly all our pastoral 
charges. We note with satisfaction and commendation the 
fact that many of these schools are being trained in raising 
missionary money. We heartily endorse the action of the 
last General Conference in permanently establishing Chil 
dren’s Day upon the third Sunday in May, and we recom 
mend and insist that all our pastors and Sunday School Super 
intendents observe the day, both in the deed and spirit of 
the occasion. So far we have received the report of but ten 
charges that have observed this new and pleasant feature of 
our Sunday School work. 

We regret to say that we find but one of our Presiding El 
ders who has followed the instructions of the discipline re 
specting Sunday School work. 

We recommend our young brethren especially to examine 
the discipline closely respecting their duties toward this 
work. 

We call attention to the fact that the Conference blanks are 
deficient concerning the items to be reported from the Sunday 
Schools. 

We present for your information the following figures : 

In forty-seven chages we find reported 112 schools, which 
paid during the year, for literature, $1800.84. 

The schools in twenty-eight charges raised $740.01 for mis 
sionary purposes. 

In the ten charges which observed Children’s Day, there 
was collected $88.20.

SOULE COLLEGE. 

We regret to learn from the report of the trustees of this 
school that its patronage has declined till the whole number i 

enrolled for the tall term does not exceed twenty-nine. ' 

We rejoice, however, to learn that it shared largely in the 
revival at Chappell Hill, and that seventy per cent, of its 
enrollment have membership in the Methodist Church. 

We believe there is a mission for this school under such 
changes of its status and plans as are contemplated by the 
trustees. And in the hope that these contemplated changes 
will be to the furtherance of Christian education, we recom- 
mend that the petition of the trustees be granted ; giving 
them authority to make such changes in the- charter and 
status of the school, ae, in their judgment, will meet the 
exigencies of the future. 

CHAPPELL HILL FEMALE COLLEGE. 

This institution, we are glad to learn, enjoys a steadily 
growing prosperity in the material improvements looking to 
the comfort of its boarding pupils, in a constantly increasing 
patronage, and in its moral and religious status. The 
matriculations for this session are one hundred and twelve, 
against ninety-five last year. Seventy per cent, of its 
students are members of the Church. The teachers are 
all members of the Church and workers in our Sabbath 
School. Twelve of its students are daughters of ministers, 
receiving free t,uition. 

We most heartily recommend this school to those desiring 
to give their daughters a thorough and sound Christian 
education. 

It is requested by the trustees, and is hereby recommended, 
that Rev. E. W. Tarrant be appointed president, and that M.

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SOUTHWESTERN UNIVERSITY. 



The report of the Board of Curators of this institution as- 
sures us of its continued prosperity. 

Notwithstanding the business depression consequent upon 
two years of continued drouth and failure of crops in a large 
part of the State, the patronage is the largest, with the single 
exception of last year, ever known in the history of the in- 
stitution. There are now* three hundred students in actual 
attendance upon all the departments. 

The material prosperity of the institution has been great, 
considering the stringency of the times. We make with 
pleasure the following note from the Treasurer’s statement : 
Property in buildings, grounds, apparatus, etc . . . .$ 76,500 00 
Property in notes uncollected, lands, etc 49,842 15 

Making a total of ^126,342 15 

This against about ten thousand dollars, about fourteen 
3 ^ears ago. Thus, the institution has struggled up through 
the formative period, to a degree of success warranting the 
belief that in the near future we shall see at Georgetown the 
realization of our fondest hopes — a grand University in 
Texas, fully equipped for the great work of higher education, 
under the auspicies of our loved Church. 

We heartily concur in the plan proposed and now being 
‘prosecuted for the correllation of the male schools of the 
Church in Texas with the Southwestern University. 

We also approve the mess system adopted by this institu- 
tion as a means of cheapening the board of students. 

The purpose of the trustees to erect a portion of the ele- 
gant stone structure for the Ladies’ Annex will, we doubt 
not, greatly enlarge the patronage of this department. 

With its accomplished regent. Rev. J. W. Heidt, D. D., 
supported by an able and efficient faculty, composed entirely 
of Christians, we can safely recommend to the patronage of 
the people the Southwestern University. 

The generous contribution of Mrs. Lydia Alexander, widow 
of the late Dr. W. R. Alexander, of Belton,’ Texas, of seven 
thousand acres of improved land to the Uryversity, valued at 
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from twelve to twenty thousand dollars, is hereoy gratefully 
acknowledged, and we join our sister conferences in praying 
God's blessing upon the generous donor. , 

The following from the Board of Trustees is presented for 
Conference actions, and we recommend its adoption : 

“The Board of T rustees in annual session recommend that the 
following changes in the membership of said Board be made 
by the Conferences: Eev. Rauben A. Morris, of Linden, 
Texas, in the North Texas Conference, in place of Asa Holt, 
removed from the bounds of said Conference. John E. 
Pritchett, of San Marcos, Texas, in West Texas Conference, 
in place of C. B. Collins, removed from the bounds of said 
Conference. Thomas S. Garrison, of Timpson, Texas, in 
the East Texas Conference, in place of Dr. W. L. Shumate, 
of Palestine, Texas, resigned. Heber Stone, of Brenham, 
Texas, in Texas Conference, in place of Amzi T. Bradshaw, 
resigned. Asa Holt, of Abilene, Texas, in the Northwest 
Texas Conference, in place of D. H. Snyder, appointed on 
the Executive Committee by the Conference of 1883. John 
W. Snyder, of Georgetown, Texas, in place of T. S. Snyder, 
resigned. And that M. E. Steele, of Georgetown, Texas, be 
added to the Board. 

“The Board of Trustees recommend that the following mem- 
bers of the Board be constituted the Executive Committee: 
D. S. Chessher, J. W. Hodges, D. H. Snyder, J. W. Snyder, 
M. E. Steele and J. W. Heidt, ex-officio. 

“The Board of Trustees with these changes will then con- 
sist of the following members : William Allen, A. Bering, T. 
R. Bonner, D. S. Chessher, Thomas S. Garrison, J. R. 
Henry, J. W. Heidt, ex-officio, J. W. Hodges, Asa Holt, R. 
A. Morrison, B. D. Orgain, J. E. Pritchett, M. N. Shive, 
D. H. Snyder, J. W. Snyder, M: E. Steele, Heber Stone.” 

The collection tor education this year was $289.40, of which 
$192.95 was turned over to Southwestern University, and 
$96.45 to Chappell Hill Female College, as per resolution of 
the Conference. 

We recommend that $125 be assessed on each district for 
education, and that one-third be given to Chappell Hill Fc- 
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male College, and two-thirds to Southwestern University. 

These institutions gave an amount of free tuition last year, 
which, if paid for, would have yielded an income of over 
four thousand dollars. We deem this a sufficient basis for 
the meagre collection recommended.

The Committee on Episcopal Residence from the five Texas 
Conferences met at the study of the Tenth street church in 
Austin, at 9:30 a. m., February 16, 1887. 
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All the Conferences were represented except the West 
Texas. 

H. A. Bourland was elected chairman, and W. W. Prnson 
secretary. 

The following resolution was adopted : 

Resolved, That we will build an Episcopal Parsonage,, 
which shall be conveyed to a Board of Trustees, to be ap- 
pointed by the Quarterly Conference in whose bounds it shall 
be located ; and it shall be the duty of said trustees to tender 
the use of said parsonage to some one of our Bishops, to be 
his home so long as he shall be a Bishop in the M. E. Church 
South.” 

The location was left to the choice of the Bishop who shall 
decide to live in Texas. 

It was agreed to invest ten thousand dollars in said par- 
sonage, to be assessed on the Conferences, on the basis of the 
Bishop’s Fund for 1887. This assessment, if adopted by the 
Conferences, to be raised and forwarded to the treasurer of 
the fund during the first quarter of 1888.

REPORT ON BIBLE CAUSE. 

Houston, Texas, December 5, 1887. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Texas Annual Conference : 

The Committee on Bible Cause submit the following ; 

We notice with pleasure in the report of the Rev. W. B. 
Rankin, Superintendent of Bible work in Texas, that, not- 
withstanding drouth and cyclones, “improvement is notice- 
able in the greater number of reports received from auxil- 
iary societies, in the larger sales of scriptures and collections 
for the Bible cause, in the greater number of ecclesiastical 
bodies contributing, and the increased efficiency of our col- 
porteurs.” 
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In the bounds of the Texas Conference there are 14 auxil- 
iary'societies*and 3 colporteurs. These have donated $1500 
worth of books, in addition those sold during the past year. 

In the State at large 28,240 families have been visited, of 
whom 3630 were without the Bible ; 2865 destitute families 
andJ1550 destitute individuals were supplied with the Bible ; 
565 families would not receive the Bible. In addition to the 
donations already mentioned, many Bibles have been given 
to Mission churches and schools. 

The American Bible Society makes no profits on the sale 
of books, so that these donations, in addition to the expense 
of colportage and other matters, constitute a drain upon the 
society that must be met in some way. Christian people 
must meet it. We need not suggest that to do so is self-pro- 
tective. With us the Bible is a necessity. 

What has the Texas Conference done the present year, to 
meebthis demand ? Seven dollars is the sum total of collec- 
tions reported to this committee, against $155.15 last year. 
While the Superintendent informs us that latterly we are do- 
ing better than in former years, yet we very much regret that 
more has not been done, and we hope the Conference will 
urge upon the preachers the importance of the work and the 
necessity of making collections to carry on the same.

To Bishop W. W, Duncan and the 3f embers of the Texas An- 
nual Conference : 

Your Committee on Books and Periodicals has had under 
consideration the matters and things referred to it, and beg 
to report: 

We find"from the report of J. D, Barbee, agent, that our 
Nashville publishing house is in a flourishing condition; that 
during the past twelve months $33,150 of its bonded indebted- 
ness has been cancelled, and that with present prospects with- 
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in another year its enti>*e indebtedness will be paid off. We 
are satisfied with our Sunday School literature furnished by 
our publishing house, and note with pleasure that our own 
Sunday School literature is, with few exceptions, being used 
in our Sunday Schools, and that our children are being taught 
Methodist doctrines. We can imagine no kind of reason or 
excuse for using in our schools so-called union literature, or 
the literature of other denominations, and we unhesitatingly 
insist in all instances upon the use of our own Methodist lit- 
erature. We believe our preachers should be more diligent 
in circulating among the adult members of their charges the 
histories of our church, and the biographies and writings of 
our standard authors. And would most earnestly urge upon 
them still greater efforts in circulating our family of advo- 
cates, and especially our own Texas Christian Advocate. We 
note with thankfulness to God the increased prosperity of the 
Texas Advocate in its new field, and we specially commend 
the course of its editor, G. W. Briggs, and earnestly entreat 
all Methodists to help hold up his hands in the high stand 
he has taken in defense of pure homes and holy living. The 
Texas Advocate ought to be in every Methodist home in 
Texas, and while our preachers are presenting the cause of 
education to their people we suggest that this feature of edu- 
cation be not fortgotten — the education of our people in the 
current history of our church, which can alone be found in 
our church papers.

IN MEMORIAM. 



Rev. James G. Johnson was born in Illinois, March 5, | 

1812. He was converted in early youth, and united with the ; 
M. E. Church. About 1840 he came to Texas and immedi- ! 
ately identified himself with the infant Church in the new 
Republic. Satisfied that a dispensation of the gospel was | 
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committed unto him, he was received on trial in the Texas 
Conference at its second session, which was held in San 
Augustine, December 3, 1841, and appointed to Franklin 
Circuit. The next year he served Huntsville Circuit. At 
its close^ the Conference was held in Robinson’s Settlement, 
by Bishop Andrew. Bro. Johnson was received into the Con- 
ference, and ordained to the office of a deacon. This was not 
more than half a mile from where closed his earthly labors, 
forty-four years thereafter. He was re-appointed to Hunts- 
ville Circuit; he was next appointed to Montgomery Circuit. 
At the close of that year, the Texas Conference met in 
Houston, Bishop Soule presiding. By him Bro. Johnson was 
ordained an Elder in the Church of G-od. We need not men- 
tion in detail the vatious fields of labor, circuits, stations and 
districts served by him, from Victoria on the West, to the 
Trinity River on the East; from the Gulf on the South, to 
Fort Worth on the North ; embracing a large portion of the 
territory now occupied by three Annual Conferences. 

December 11, 1863, he was united in marriage with Mrs. 
Cynthia Bolling, near Huntsville. This was a most auspi- 
cious event in his life, adding greatly to his happiness and 
to his means of usefulness. 

Never physically strong, by judicious care of his health 
he so husbanded his bodily powers as to be enabled to ac- 
complish a great deal of faithful work. For several years be- 
fore his death, his name appears upon the supernumerary 
and superannuated lists. Yet he was never inactive, preach- 
ing whenever his strength would permit. 

His love for the Church never grew less. Oft, in feebleness 
extreme, he was present at all the sessions of his Conference,, 
and his presence was ever a benediction. 

His educational advantages were limited ; by the diligent 
study of the Word of God, he became a workman that needed 
not to be ashamed. His preaching was instructive and suc- 
cessful. The people loved him and retained him as their 
pastor as long as the law of the Church would permit. All 
that his house afforded he gladly shared with his ministerial 
brethern. The young preachers found in him a wise 
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counselor and a faithful friend. His last work was to erect ; 
a new church in his neighborhood; not quite completed when ^ 
the Master said : “ It is enough, come up higher His end j 
was emphatically peace. Calmly he mads such dispositions | 
as to him seemed best, bade his weeping loved ones meet him , 
in Heaven, and sweetly fell asleep in Jesus. |

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 



The Cause of Temperance is “The Cause of God and the 
Divine Right of Humanity.” The use of alcoholic stirnu- 
lants as a beverage is anti-christian, un-Methodistic, and in- ■ 
excusable upon any principle known to philosophy or reli- 
gion, but the traffic in intoxicants for gain is the most gigan- 
tic and infamous iniquity ever tolerated in a land claiming 
the benefits of Christian civilzation ; and while China, Japan, 
Africa and Mexico appeal for help in a voice that should “stir | 
a heart under the ribs of death,” a voice more thrilling, more 
full of pathos, appeals to us to save the deluded, enslaved 
souls who are perishing for the “Bread of Life” at our very 
doors. While the Heathen in his blindness “bows down to 
stocks and stones,” our own countrymen and those whom God i 
hath sent here for us to save, worship at the shrine of Bacchus 
with adoration that should shame the professed followers of 
the Son of God. Heathen temples are not more inconsistent 
with the reign of Christ than the gilded halls of sin, where ^ 
rum is sold for gain. 

Recognizing the untold evils of intemperance, your com- ; 
mittee would emphasize the fact that it is but a phase of the ■ 
depravity of our nature — a symptom of a disease which is ; 
universal — the natural fruit of an evil tree, for which the all- j 
sufficient remedy is the Gospel of Jesus Christ. '[ 
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The truth is, and the sooner we grasp it the better for the 
Church and the nation, the Gospel of the Son of God is not 
only the sufficient remedy for all the moral, social and civil 
evils that afflict humanity, but the only remedy, so that since 
there is no evil not provided for in the scheme of redeeming 
mer.cy, there is no sin which is not the legitimate subject of 
pulpit discussion. Cheerfully rendering therefore to “Caesar 
the things that are Caesar’s,’’ we demand, in the name of 
Jesus, the things which are God’s — the hearts and minds of 
redeemed men. Nor will we cease to press this “ irrepres- 
sible conflict” until “the kingdoms^ of this world shall be- 
come the kingdom of our God and of His Christ.” 

Resolved^ therefore^ That we will stand by the record of 
Methodism, the best type of Christianity we know, and the 
most efficient temperance organization that has ever chal- 
lenged the hosts of sin. 

2. That our warfare is not with men, but sin ; not with 
parties, but practices. Therefore, we will do all in our power, 
both by pulpit and example, by preaching and circulating 
the best temperance literature, especially our own Advocate, 
until our homes and loved ones are effectually quarantined 
against this most ruinous of all contagions.

REPORT ON COLPORTAGE. 

Your Committee to whom was assigned the duty, at our last 
session, of devising some plan of colportage for the Texas 
Conference, and report at our present session, offer the fol- 
lowing as our report : 

The practical problem of inaugurating a system of col- 
portage in our economy, distinct from the pastorate, and yet 
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SO adjusted as to work harmoniously therewith, is the first 
that calls for solution. The second is, to fix upon a financial 
basis for such a system. Your committee does not deem it 
prudent for this Conference to undertake to raise a colportage 
fund, or to assume any financial obligations for any one that 
may be appointed to this work, but rather that such ap- 
pointee shall be left to make his own terms with our Publish- 
ing House, and stand alone, so far as this Conference is con- 
cerned, responsible for his transactions with said House. 
This clearly stated, we present the following outline : 

1. We recommend that a member of this Conference be 
appointed to this work, who shall be known as the Colporteur 
of the Texas Conference. Such colporteur shall submit in 
writing to this Conference at its annual session a full report 
of his labors during the year. 

2. As the sale and distribution of books, and the circula- 
tion of our periodical literature, constitute a part of the 
duties of a pastor, the Conference Colporteur shall, before 
entering any pastoral charge, first obtain the consent of the 
pastor to operate within the limits of such charge. 

3. The Conference Colporteur shall have authority to em- 
ploy such sub-agents or assistants, who shall be subject to 
the above regulations and restrictions, as he may judge to be 
necessary for the prosecution of his work.
